The 
flrdt tariff of the Dinted States was frr 
tA'o purposes, raising revenue ana 
establishing domestic manufacturing 
1 idnstries. The Wilson bill is a pro- 
tective measure. It surrenders revenue 
on the luxuries aad discriminates 
a<uinst farms. Tue duties on many 
products arc of no benefit 
to tht 


far-i.OP, but when they are they should 
be permitted to remain if the protective 
p >ticy is to be maintained. The Wil- 
son bill is no better on the whole thai 
the McKmley law. It has free wooJ, 
but taxes clothes; free hides, but taxes 
shoes; it taxes manufactures, but givec 
fine raw material?. When the tariff re- 
for ncrs give us free wool and tax tht 
clothing of the men and women who 
per.orin the manual labor of the coun- 
try, may we not inquire where the lin<- 
is to be drawn between a tariff 
for 


revenue only and 
the culminating 


atrocity of ilues legislation? 


Senator Peffer says the Populists be- 


lieve in a graduated income tax and re- 
gard it us tue most eq litable system r>1 
taxation. 
While politicians juggle 


with the tariff statesmen 
ought t< 


make it a ma-tor of business. Thi 
Populists do not believe in putting 
down the rich, but in raising up the 
poor. We Jo not believe in abandoi - 
iug wholly the present system. He 
takes it that professed tariff reformers 
rlo not see how greatly their practice 
contracts with their theory; they mean 
wpll but lack courage. Protection as 
taught by our fathers is tha propi-i 
doctrine; protection todomestic indus 
tri s. 
Only such industries as ca. 


be made national, employing larg 
numbers of people, should be pro 
teoted, and that only long enough ti 
establish them, after that, save th. 
market for them and no more. Boun- 
ties in many cases are better thai 
cheaper duties.

feat the Wilson bill be counts upon 
the support of the Populists in the 
Senate, who are dissatisfied with the 
measure, and the Democrats who are 
out with the administration because of 
its hostility to silver. 


If be succeeds in defeating the Wil- 


son bill, he will, with the protection 
Democrats, have a revenue measure 
framed or postpone the entire matter 
of tariff tinkering indefinitely. 


This will make him the leading Dem- 


ocratic candidate on a protection plat- 
form in the next Presidential campaign 
ind Cleveland's administration will go 
down in history as a failure, and it will 
jttve no weight in selecting the next 
lominoes of the Democratic party. 


These surmises as to Hill's intentions 


may be wholly unfounded as he keeps 
h s own counsel. It is known, however, 
t iat he is opposed to the Wilson bill, 
a id be has given assurances that he 
will support a free coinage bill. That 
hi will succeed in defeating the Wil- 
son bill is a " consummation devoutly 
to be wished" by every friend of silver.

I'he Industrial Army Guarded by Troops 


and Not Allowed to go Forward. 


OODEX, April 
9.—The California 


'ranch of the Industrial Army that 
eft San Francisco arrived here Sunday 
norning, and unless Governor West 
relents, will stay some time, or go back 
to California. 


As the special train of twenty-four 


Cirs, bringing the 1,200 industrials 
pulled into the yards at Ogden it passed 
between ranks of the Territorial militia 
tnd police. At the same moment a 
Deputy United States Marshal stepped 
up to Superintendent Knapp of the 
Southern Pacific and served upon him 
an injunction issued by Judge Miner 
>f the United States District Court, at 
he instance of Mayor Brougb, forbid- 
ling the company to bring the Indus- 
rial Army to the city or allow them to 
leave the train and commanding the 
•ompany to take them back to the 
>lace from whence they came. This is 
based on the statute against railroads 
>ringing indigent persons into tht 
Territory. The train was side tracked 
and is surrounded by the militia and 
polL-e standing guard over it.
